of material, thus furnishing them 
with basic concepts necessair to 
bringing meaning to the printed 
page.

Opportunities to play with 
contemporaries 
provide

learnings that make it easier to 
adjust to the school situation.

This may seem 
a far-fetched example to people 
of a community such as this, bul 
it is an actual happening in 
certain section of our country. 
A CHILD learns to talk, 
to 
read, and then to write, in natur­ 
al sequence. The third step, then, 
is concerned with the develop­ 
ment of muscular coordination. 
Fathers who play “catch” with 
their children are actually pre­ 
paring them 
for 
learning 
to 
write. 
Children in most of our 
American homes are as a mat­ 
ter of course provided with cray­ 
ons, 
drawing 
paper, 
brushes, 
paint, coloring 
books, 
scissors, 
and paste, all of which help them 
develop the muscular coordina­ 
tion necessary to writing. 
Many of the above activities 
are included in what is generally 
called “reading readiness.” This 
is a term that has too often been 
applied only to the pre-reading 
program, when actually a child 
requires some type of readiness to 
meet every reading situation up 
to and including college. Readi­ 
ness is actually background of 
experience. 
At the pre-reading level readi­ 
ness activities are planned 
to 
meet the child’s immediate needs. 
As he matures, many of 
these 
activities are carried on 
inde­ 
pendently in the course of nor­ 
mal development. 
Some chil­ 


dren, 
however, 
may 
Tec!u; ^ 
much 
parental 
encouragement 
and interest to stimulate 
ar^ 
extend these interests, 
visits to 
i;he public library to secure both

and

reading material should be pro­ 
vided or encouraged.

"A dead person can’t 
accept 
the apology of 
a 
discourteous 
driver.” 
That grim reminder was given 
today by Sgt. Raymond Jahnke 
in announcing the Lions Club 
Safety Committee’s March pro­ 
gram of traffic safety education 
in Arlington Heights. 
“Excessive speed is the worst 
form of rudeness on the 
road, 
because it is fertile ground that 
breeds other discourteous acts, 
said Sgt. Jahnke. 
“When a car 
is being driven too fast, proper 
passing procedure is likely to be 
sacrificed. Driving on the wrong 
side of the road may result from 
lack of control caused by speed­ 
ing. Other violations can also be 
traced to the speeding source. 
"MORE THAN 5.000 persons 
sped to their death in traffic ac­ 
cidents last year, according to 
the National Safety Council. Un­ 
less strong steps are taken, the 
history of highway deaths will 
be repeating itself 
again 
this 
year. 
That is why emphasis is 
being placed on attacking this 
toll right where it begins. These 
roots are the discourteous driv­ 


ing habits of the individual.** 
Courtesy and defensive driving 
are being stressed as part of a 
program of traffic safety educa­ 
tion being conducted by 
Lions 
Safety Committees in cooperation 
with the National Safety Coun­ 
cil 
“ There may be a hairline 
of 
distinction between discourteous 
driving and actual violation of 
the laws, Sgt. Jahnke said, “but 
in most fatal accidents, the per­ 
son best qualified to tell about 
it has been killed. 
“THE DRIVER who has faulty 
lights or fails to dim them 
at 
night is guilty of a discourtesy 
that may never be detected as a 
violation after a fatal collision. 
More obvious discourtesies 
in­ 
clude driving on the wrong side 
of the road, 
improper 
passing, 
disregarding an officer or traffic 
control 
device, 
ignoring 
the 
right-of-way, and driving under 
the influence of alcohol. 
“Proving a violation, as far as 
safety is concerned, is nowhere 
near as important as preventing 
them. Courtesy on the highway 
at all times is the safe way.”

Some of Mr. Klehm’s 
reminiscences seem to fit into 
this department. 
Few men have had as varied 
a Jife as has George Klehm. Few 
have been as public spirited. We 
doubt if there has ever been 
a 
resident in Arlington 
Heights 
who during his 
lifetime 
gave 
away more personal possessions 
than has George. 
He admits he has had his ups 
and downs, but as he says he is 
not wasting any of his time w or­ 
rying about the “downs.” These 
stories are just taken hit-or-miss 
from the notes taken 
as 
Mr. 
Klehm rambled on. 
Northwest highway 
George Klehm was the “man- 
©f-th e-hour” in the days when 
the municipality was making an 
attem pt to find a right-of-way 
through Arlington Heights 
for 
the Northwest highway. George 
had the answer to the problem. 
H adn’t he 
been 
sending 
five 
pounds of fish to the president 
of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad every time 
he 
went 
fishing and a brace or two of 
ducks when he went hunting 
“I 
got the 85 foot right-of-way for 
$1.00,” George told the editor. 
The municipality had to pay as 
much as $4,000 to Charles W at­ 
son because of claimed damage 
to his 
property 
near 
Euclid 
street. 
$1,000,000 loss 
George was a member of the 
village board many years, but 
th at board did not always follow 
his advice. 
If it had, Arlington 
Heights would have installed its 
own street lighting plant. George 
says, “I wanted to make our own 
electricity. I went to Fairbanks- 
Morse and they said bond your 
town for $100,000 and we will 
install two diesel engines of 10,- 
000 and 12,000 
horse 
power. 
Charging the 
community 
the 
same as they are paying now, 
in less than ten years the profit 
would have repaid the original 
investm ent.” 
Klehm estimates that Arling­ 
ton lost between a million and 
a million and a half dollars dur­ 
ing the past thirty years because 
it did not produce its own elec­ 
tricity. 
Klehm fruit gained renown 
The story of the Klehm Moline 
elm is well known 
to 
Herald 
readers, because it has been told 
many times, but 
George 
had 
something to say about the suc­ 
cess his family had with fruit 
trees. 
Grafting pear trees resulted in 
a m arket price of $4.50 to $5.00 
per bushel in place of the cus­ 
tomary $2.50. 'Hie Klehms hired 
as many as 15 men during the 
w inter for grafting work, the 
total reaching as high as 50,000 
apple trees alone. 
Mr. Klehm introduced a white 
currant, which was so prolific 
th at a m arket basketful could be 
picked from 
*two 
bushes. 
He 
grew an arbor grape that 
so 
overwhelmed an 80 foot oak tree 
. that it died. 
The Klehms were pioneers in 
nursery work and were not slow 
in finding new varieties. 
When 
George found a 
hardy 
golden 
privet in a garden near Crystal 
Lake he felt it was well worth 
propagating. 


Wine, wine, wine 
Klehms made as high as 25,000 
allons of wine a year in 
the 
lays before Uncle Sam thought 
about putting a 
tax 
thereon. 
Tmptv jugs were purchased by 
the carload. 
When filled, they 
were shipped 
without 
cartons, 
with just a tag fastened to the 
iue handle. 
That much wine 
took a lot of storing. 
“I’ve had five

gallon 
tanks,” George says, “in Stubby 
Meyer’s cellar,

160-gallon 
barrels in my mother’s cellar and 
IOO 80-gallon barrels in the cel­ 
lar of Fred Wolf.

GEORGE KLEHM 


He found a purple barberry a- 
mong his seedlings and grafted 
1,500 of them one year, which 
were planted in the nursery on 
the present site 
of 
Scarsdale. 
They have all disappeared. 
The cherry m arket 
This paper has previously told 
about the Klehm cherry market, 
shipping each year carloads 
of 
cherries to Wisconsin and Minne­ 
sota. Mr. Klehm revealed during 
the i n t e r v i e w 
the 
finan­ 
cial side of those shipments. The 
nursery paid 30 cents a basket 
to pickers; the basket 
cost 
5 
cents each and 15 cents went for 
overhead. 
The cherries brought 
$1.50 a basket, which meant 
a 
profit of $1.00 on each basket. 
Some seasons as many as 12,000 
baskets were shipped. The Klehm 
guarantee was 20 pounds weight

trade. 
“I bought grapes by the car­ 
load from New York. 
I had a 
filter purchased in Austria that 
enabled me to clean the dirtiest 
wine in three minutes. I bought 
180 barrels a year ^ of 
crystal 
sugar for my wine.” 
Mr. Klehm says he was the 
first one to introduce mushrooms 
into the Kingsley restaurant 
in 
Chicago. 
“I furnished them 20 
pounds a day, receiving $5.00. I 
crew them in 
my 
carnation 
house under the benches. 
Some 
of my customers were the Union 
League club, hotels, etc. 
When 
George 
discovered 
one 
day 
that he 
was 
overstocked 
he 
shipped them to New York, re­ 
ceiving 40 cents a pound. 
The 
choice ones brought 75 cents a 
pound in the Chicago market. 
The Klehms were 
the 
first 
growers to put peonies in cold 
storage. 
Natural ice was first 
used, but the w ater from the ice 
spoiled the flowers.

John Frederick Muehl, travel­ 
ing in the East during the war, 
I latened to the explanations of 
the poverty and the abuses 
in 
India, trying to understand what 
manner of country it was.

one in the cities seemed to know 
the answers to his questions, to

now become 
an 
independent 
state. 
So he started out in 
a 
bullock cart with the intention 
of learning from 
the 
villages 
| themselves. 
The resultant book 
Interview 
with India has been widely ac­ 
claimed. Mr. Muehl is a percep­ 
tive young man with a 
great 
question in his mind. 
He tries 
to keep an unprejudiced outlook 
while frankly 
admitting 
that 
complete un bi as 
is 
impossible. 
He records 
in 
clear-cut 
and 
lively prose his experiences and 


reactions, and finally the con­ 
clusions he draws. 
It was an almost impossible 
task he set for himself. He trav­ 
elled by foot, 
horseback, 
and 
cart through jungles, over des­ 
erts and swamps. 
In 
the 
six 
months of his travels until he 
finally collapsed and was forced 
to return to civilization, he trav­ 
elled 2,300 miles down the west 
coast and up a portion of the 
east coast of India. 
He found 
that “India was neither simple 
nor happy but complex and mis­ 
erable, involved and 
squall id, 
the breath of its people coming 
labored and, uneven through the 
weight and mass of superstition 
and ignorance.*’

into the vortex of

Charles B. Shum an, president of 
the Illinois A gricultural Associa­ 
tion, warned. 
“Illinois is just one of m any 
states in which selective service 
calls and the m ovem ent of w ork­ 
ers 
to 
defense 
plants 
have 
drained our farm labor supply to 
the danger point,” Shum an said. 
THE EFFECT of 
this 
short 
supply of farm laborers will not 
be felt im m ediately, he declared, 
because we have a fair carryover 
of some food items. 
But eventually the public will 
start to feel the pinch of reduced 
food output if the m ovem ent of 
w orkers aw ay from the farm s is 
not corrected. 
“The public is not aw are bf 
this th reat to our food supply,” 
Shum an said. 
“City consum ers 
have heard so much discussion of 
farm suiplus problem s th at they 
are inclined to take food 
for 
granted. 
“Farm 
m echanization 
h a s 
greatly increased our ability to 
produce food, but these w onder­ 
ful m achines will not run 
by 
them selves,” the IAA president 
said. 
The IAA is the statew ide 
Farm Bureau organization w ith 
179,000 farm fam ilies as mem 
hers. 
"THE PRODUCTION of

No appropriation bills, except

nificant that it cost the people of 
the State of Illinois less than 
500 million dollars for all State 
spending for a two year period 
I ten years ago.

mendous expansion in the num ­ 
ber and extent of State services. 
In view of this, it does not seem 
unreasonable to conclude

appropriations for

two years to a point where the 
State of Illinois could live w ith­
